MANNERISMS AND PSYCHO- 
ANALYSIS. 

How he detected a maid's wrongdving 
by psycho-analytic methods was rc- 
vealed by Professor Charles Spearman, 
lecturer in psychology, at University 
College, London, in a recent interview | 

A short time ago the professor arrived 
home to find that two proces of jewellery 
belonging to his wife had been stolen, 

By applying principles which he had, 
been cnunciating to his classes for some 
time past he found the thief —a maid-| 
servant—and extracted from her a con- 
fession. 

“The results were so startling,” said 
Professor Spearman in the interview, 
“that I went to Scotland Ya:d. But 
they explained to me that the evidence 
would not be legal—that there were some 
judges who would not even accept the, 
evidence of fingerprints, which has never 
failed. 

“The case in my own household was 
the first opportunity I have had of ap- 
plying the methods to actual crime. | 

“Ð told the imaidservant concerned 
that I wanted her to assist me in experi- 
ments, and within 15 minutes she had 
confessed.” | 

Professor Spearman explained that the, 
process bey ith the examiner say-| 
ing a word to which the suspect is re- 
quired to answer with a word suggested 
by the first. " Thus if I say ‘house,’ ” 
he pointed out, “the response might be 
' roof.” ” | 

By degrees a word with rome relation 
to the crime is introduced, and it is then 
that the suspect, if guilty, ia liable, un-, 
der the close scrutiny of the expert, to 
betra; ilt.

“J desire to mark my sense of the value 
of research to the community by offering 
as a gift to the Royal Society £100,000 to 
be used as capital or income for the pur- 
poses of the socigty as the council may 
think fit, because recognise conditions 
alter so materially from time to time that 
in order to secure the greatest possible 
benefit from such a fund it must be ad- 
ministered with unfettered discretion by 
the best people from time to time avail- 
able. Care must, of course, be taken that 
„a gift from the fund shall in no case lessen 
any Government grant. . «+ + + 

“I should prefer that the money be 
used to aid scientific workers by ade- 
quate payment, and by the supply of 
apparatus or other far es rather than 
to erect costly buildings, because 
large sums of money are sometimes 
spent on buildings without adequate en- 
dowment, and the investigators are em- 
barrassed by financial anxieties.
